Richard was last seen in Maidstone 
in the early hours of Saturday, June 
13. He had been enjoying a night out 
with his girlfriend and friends and 
had planned to spend the night at a 
friend’s house nearby. 

After a disagreement with his girl- 
friend Richard drove his car — a dis- 
tinctive Ford Fiesta ST 500 — to serv- 
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home in Fowey Close, Chatham, at 
5.45am but left soon afterwards. The 
car has not been found. 

Richard used his mobile phone, but 
it has been switched off since 6.10am. 

He has not used a debit card and his 
passport is still at home. 

Close friend Laurence Beer was one 
of the last people to see Richard. He 
said: “We had all gone out for my then 
girlfriend Jess’s 18th birthday party. 

“We went back to her house at about 
2.30am and Richard and his girlfriend 
started to argue about money. 

“He said ‘it’s over’, and drove off.

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Drugs officers 
take toddler

A TWO-year-old toddler 
was taken into care after 
her father was arrested for 
being under the influence of 
drugs and carrying a wrap 
of heroin. 

The young girl was taken to a safe 
house after neighbourhood officers 
stopped her dad in Henry Street, 
Chatham, at 8.35pm on Thursday, 
October 29. 

The 22-year-old man, who was 
pushing the girl in a pram, admitted 
to having smoked cannabis and pos- 
sessing class A heroin. 

The girl’s mother was called and 
after checks by the police and social 
workers, including a visit to her 
home, she was allowed to take her 
daughter home. 

Officers later released the father 
with a police caution. 

Medway Council’s children and 
adult services director Rose 
Collinson said: “Our absolute priori- 
ty is that children and young people 
are safe and cared for. 

“Operation Stay Safe is a piece of 
important partnership work to 
ensure this can happen. 

“Medway’s children’s services will 
support the family to ensure the 
child’s future safety.” 

Medway police Insp Simon Alland, 
in charge of Operation Stay Safe, 
said: “The safety and wellbeing of 
children was the priority for this 
operation.” 

Operation Stay Safe, being trialled 
for the first time in Kent, had Kent 
Police in Medway working alongside 
Medway Council’s social services, 
safer communities, youth service and 
young offending team plus Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service.

THE Liberal Democrats have called 
on council chiefs to put an end to 
Medway’s never-ending cycle of 


roadworks misery. 

Councillor Herby Crack led the charge, accus- 
ing Medway council and utility companies of 
failing to co-ordinate the works — leading to 
constant delays and tailbacks across the towns. 

At last week’s regeneration committee hear- 
ing the Watling ward representative said the 
current position was unacceptable. 

He said: “It is ridiculous that when the coun- 
cil resurfaces a road or builds a new road 
or pavement, that three weeks later a host of 
utility companies regularly come and dig it up 
again.

“This also causes more congestion with works 
occuring on several occasions rather than just 
once.

“They must also ensure roads and pavements 
are reinstated to the condition they initially 
found them in.” 

Medway Council’s front line services boss 
Phil Filmer refuted Clir Crack’s claims, saying: 
“The council works closely with utility compa- 
nies to avoid the type of issues that Liberals are 
referring to. 

“Under the Traffic Management Act, compa- 
nies liaise with us and book in advance when 
the work is to take place and it is only in emer- 
gencies that this alters.”

Suicide bid Nigerian 
girl will have asylum 
plea heard in court 


A TEN-year-old girl who attempted to 
kill herself while in ‘custody awaiting 
deportation has won the right to have 
her case heard in court. 

Gillingham primary school pupil 
Adeoti Ogunsola was due to be sent to 
Nigeria last week but was given a last- 
minute reprieve by a High Court judge. 

The youngster and her mother 
Clementina Ogunsola say they fled to 
the UK in fear for their lives. 

Earlier this year Clementina said she 
discovered her two brothers and father 
had been murdered and that her mother 
had also fled the family home. 

A hearing was due to take last 
Wednesday but Border Agency bosses 
contacted the girl’s lawyer by letter yes- 
terday saying they are happy for a court 
to hear the full case in the near future. 


Full facts 


The girl’s representative, Harriet 
Wistrich, said: “It’s good news and means 
we can put the full facts before a judge.” 

Adeoti, who attends St Mary’s Catholic 
Primary School, carried out her failed sui- 
cide bid at the Tinsley House immigration 
removal centre, near Gatwick airport, 
where she was being held with her mum. 

She tied an electric flex around her 
neck in the night and was only saved by 
a member of staff passing the kitchen. 

After her failed suicide bid, Adeoti 
told her mother: “I want to die here, not 
in Nigeria.” 

Medical experts also warned about 
keeping her locked up because it was 
causing her to become deeply depressed. 

Clementina has been advised not to 
make any more public statements for a 
while, but she previously told KOS Media 
that life in Nigeria was “a living hell”. 

Mrs Ogunsola, 35, said she has her fin- 
gers crossed for a happy outcome, say- 
ing: “It is a small step, now we have to 
wait even more.”

Takeover of 
tunnel a bad 


deal, says IMP 


OWNERSHIP of the Medway 
Tunnel has now officially been 
transferred to the council, lighting 
a ticking time-bomb for taxpayers. 


Under the terms of the transfer, previous 
owners the Rochester Bridge Trust have given 
Medway Council bosses a one-off payment of 
£3.648 million. 

Once this cash runs out, Medway taxpayers 
will be left to shoulder the upkeep costs. 

MP Jonathan Shaw, who had campaigned 
tirelessly against the sale, said: “This has been 
a dark day for the RBT and Medway Council.” 

He added: “This bad deal will burden 
Medway residents with a £2 million bill every 
year. Under the existing arrangement RBT 
made a significant contribution to the annual 
running costs of the tunnel. This bad deal 
could lead to a shortfall — leading to cut in 
services or higher council tax bills. 

“I want the elected body to take full respon- 
sibility of the entire transport infrastructure 
in Medway — but not in this way — where the 
taxpayer picks up the bill.”

“The deal has come under a huge amount of 
public scrutiny and my constituents are ask- 
ing why a local charity, whose primary objec- 
tive is to maintain river crossings in Medway 
— is selling one of their main assets for £1?” 

RBT senior warden Dr Anne Logan said: 
“Medway Council has been running the tunnel 
since 1998 and it makes sense for it to own the 
freehold, removing a layer of unnecessary 
bureaucracy. 

“The Trust is a local charity that exists to 
serve the travelling public and we will now 
focus on managing and maintaining the road 
bridges at Rochester, which we’ve done suc- 
cessfully for centuries at no cost to the commu- 
nity?” 

A spokesperson for Medway Council added: 
“We are pleased to have concluded an arrange- 
ment transferring the ownership of the 
Medway Tunnel to Medway Council. 

“The tunnel is used by up to 40,000 vehicles 
every day and is a major artery across Medway. 

“We have secured significant funding from

the previous owners to maintain the tunnel for 
many years to come which, coupled with 
finance from Department from Transport and 
the council itself, means that we can invest in 
much-needed works. 

“These include more energy-efficient light- 
ing, anew CCTV system to monitor traffic con- 
ditions 24 hours a day, an upgrade of the elec- 
trical systems which drive the pumps to keep 
the tunnel dry and a possible wind turbine to 
generate the power we need. 

“By owning the tunnel we now have total 
control over road works inside and can help to 
guarantee its long term future, rather than 
relying on a charity whose payments to us 
would always be at their total discretion.”

Biker's £1,000 
thank you to 


air ambulance

A BIKER who suffered horren- 
dous injuries in a near fatal crash 
earlier this year has paid tribute 
to the air ambulance crew mem- 


bers who helped save his life. 

Tony Gutteridge, 64, from Wigmore, came 
off his bike near Leeds Castle in February, 
after colliding with a turning car. 

The grandfather-of-two suffered _life- 
threatening injuries in the crash; breaking 
his spine, arm, nose, several ribs and his 
right leg in two places. He also lost four teeth 
and suffered severe facial injuries. 

But he is now on the long road to recovery, 
thanks to the efforts of the helicopter emer- 
gency crew. 

Tony thanked the doctor and paramedic 
who helped to save his life - Dr Carin Dear 
and paramedic Pete Tucker — at the Air 
Ambulance’s Marden base last week and 
also handed over a cheque for £1,000 to help 
keep the vital service airborne. 

He said: “It was great meeting the people 
who saved my life. It’s a moment I will treas- 
ure forever.” 

Recalling the horrendous crash, Tony said: 
“T remember everything right up until the 
collision — it all happened very quickly. 

“I then woke up on the ground and my leg 
was in terrible agony. 

“I can vaguely remember asking someone 
to relieve me of the pain, before I passed out. 

“I then woke up 10 days later at the Royal 
London Hospital.” 

Such were the extent of Tony’s injuries that 
his wife of 37 years, Pauline, was told to race 
to his bedside. 

She said: “I'd been out and came home to 
an empty house; I thought Tony would have 
been back. 

“There was a knock at the door and two 
police officers stood there — my heart sank, it

was such a horrendous feeling. They advised 
me and my three children to get to the hospi- 
tal — fast.” 

Dr Dear said she thought Tony would die of 
his injuries, saying: “When we arrived at the 
scene we were faced with someone with 
severe injuries, to the extent that we really 
didn’t think the patient would survive — we 
were really working against the clock. 

“So I really couldn’t believe my eyes when 
Tony came into the hangar. 

“His injuries and age should have been 
against him, but he is a clear fighter and 
someone who is determined to survive. 

“I didn’t recognise Tony to begin with, but 
seeing him so healthy compared to the first 
time I met him on the A20 makes my job all 
worthwhile. 

“Tt’s not a regular occurrence for us to meet 
our patients once they’ve left hospital, but 
when we do and it has such a positive out- 
come, it can be quite emotional.” 

The Air Ambulance service in Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex needs about £3.4 million annual- 
ly to stay airborne.

Q™ us a little about yourself. 


I was trained as an electrical engineer. In 
1961, I began working for British 
Sisalkraft Ltd in Strood as a market 
researcher and left in 1973, having run the 
business for three years. 
I later built a self-catering estate in the Lake 
District, after which I did 20 years in consul- 
tancy and charity work. 


When did you become involved with MidKent College 
and what was your role?

The changes have been substantial. Very 

soon after I became chairman, the college 
started extending the buildings at its 
Maidstone site. 

At the same time, initial plans for the new 
campus, which recently opened in Gillingham 
were being discussed. 

Negotiations with the Ministry of Defence for 
the Royal School of Military Engineering 


(RSME) contract were finalised and earlier this 
year the college was rated as good by Ofsted. 


What is your proudest achievement with MidKent 

College? 

Definitely the achievement of a contract to 

supply non-military training for soldiers at 
the RSME. 

Here, the college is not paid in order to doa 
job, but paid for having done a job well. There 
is an enormous sense of satisfaction to be 
taken from that. 


Q well placed is the college, going forward? 


Very well placed, because it has an out- 
standing ability to achieve more. The col- 
lege’s contract with the RSME means that a 
third of its income now comes from external 
sources as opposed to government funding — 
placing it in a strong financial position. 
It also has an extremely able management 
team with the capacity to extend upon and 
strengthen the visions of its governing body

Moving stories behind 
city's war memorial 


A TEAM of dedicated historians will tell the 
stories behind the names on the St Dunstan’s 
war memorial, in Canterbury, to commemorate 
this year’s Remembrance Sunday. 

Those who will be remembered include 
George Austen, who was among 814 British 
prisoners of war crammed aboard an Italian 
ship that was torpedoed and sunk by a British 
submarine, with the loss of 783 lives. 

But his family did not know how he died until 
54 years later when details of the tragedy were 
finally released by the Ministry of Defence. 

George’s story, and those of all the other men 
named on the war memorial, will be told at 
an exhibition on Remembrance Sunday 
(November 8). 

Photographs, letters and first-hand accounts, 
will trace the lives of those who died in the 
First and Second World Wars. 

Margaret Dixey, who carried out the 
research, said: “There are so many moving sto- 
ries to tell.” 

The exhibition, called Not Just A Name, will 
be held at St Dunstan’s Church Hall on 
Sunday from 11-4pm, admission free.

‘The force is homophobic’ 
claims gay officer at trial

A LESBIAN police officer accused 
her force of “institutional homo- 
phobia” for refusing to let her girl- 
friend work on the same shift as 


her, a tribunal heard last week. 

Sgt Jasmine Stewart asked if her gay part- 
ner Mhairi Gilchrist, 29, could join her team 
at Ashford Police Station in January, 2006. 

But Ms Stewart, a mother-of-two from 
Ashford, claimed Insp Terry Reene told her: 
“People here wouldn’t like it, you two being a 
couple.” 

The 39-year-old — who worked for the 
British Transport Police (BTP) — claimed 
officers objected as she was in a same-sex rela- 
tionship. 

She told the tribunal in Ashford: “I felt the 
way it was said was because Mhairi and I 
were gay.” 

Ms Stewart, who joined the BTP in 
September, 2005, said there were many other 
examples of straight couples working togeth- 
er, but she had been discriminated against 
because she was gay. 

She added: “I have worked with a number of 
officers in the BTP who are partners, who are

supervisory and subordinate and that works 
very well. 

“They just happened to be heterosexual.” 

The hearing was told Ms Stewart threat- 
ened to start a grievance procedure if her 
lover was not allowed onto the same shift. 

As a result, the force backed down and 
accepted her request. 

However, Ms Stewart, fighting a sexual dis- 
crimination case against the BTP, said the 


decision to allow her to work on the same shift 
with her girlfriend led to hostility from other 
officers. 

She said: “There were comments made on a 
daily basis like ‘T don’t know why you want to 
go to one of those meetings — it’s for the poofs’.” 

As well as frequent remarks, Ms Stewart, 
formerly with Sussex Police for nine-and-a- 
half years, claimed she and her partner were 
the butt of jokes about their sexuality. 

Benjamin Uduje, representing the force, 
said other officers had been aware of and 
accepted Ms Stewart’s sexuality, as well as 
being sympathetic to her childcare demands. 

He said: “[That was] not the action of a force 
that was institutionally homophobic or had a 
culture of homophobia.” 

The force says Ms Stewart’s request for her 
lesbian partner to be on the same shift as her 
was turned down because officers felt it was 
inappropriate for a couple to be working 
together so closely. 

It rejects Ms Stewart’s claims of sexual dis- 
crimination and on the grounds of her sexual 
orientation. 

Miss Stewart was formerly dismissed from 
the force in April, 2009, on the grounds of non- 
attendance. 

Her partner has also since been sacked, the 
tribunal heard. 

The hearing is due last two weeks.

A benefit fraudster explains why he was forced to break the law because of ‘meagre’ payments... 


Breaking the law was matter 
of survival at a difficult time 


NO ONE understands the pain I 
lived through — 15 months of tor- 


ture and poverty. 

Instead I was requested to attend Medway 
Magistrates Court and appeal against a charge 
of an overpayment of jobseekers allowance and 
income support during a 20-week period during 
August 2007 and January 2008 and a 12-week 
period during April 2008 and July 2008. 

During my working career I have con- 
tributed thousands of pounds towards the 
Government’s ‘kitty’ only to be quickly put into 
poverty through inadequate benefit payments. 
T am indeed a victim of unemployment. 

The Government needs to consider their 
rules of deducting income tax and national 
insurance contributions at source. These 
deductions are meant to provide a safety-net 
for individuals to get them through periods of 
temporary unemployment during their work- 
ing careers when individuals find themselves 
unemployed for various reasons and rely on 
the Government for short-term support. 


Unfortunately in today’s economic climate 
short-term unemployment can be six months or 
more, and this causes long-term financial dam- 
age. Meagre unemployment benefit payments 
are only good for the short-term and only stretch 
so far. After payments for food, utilities, travel 
costs and other sundry items there is very little 
left over to satisfy other financial demands. 

During my period of unemployment I was 
attacked by many financial threats including 
accruing rent arrears, unpaid council tax and 
other creditors who demanded I made a finan- 
cial contribution towards my debts with them. 

The weeks were passing by and I was get- 
ting further into debt. The pinnacle point was 
reached when my rent arrears reached £2,600 
and I was threatened with eviction from my 
private rented accommodation. 

Furthermore my local council decided to put 
my council tax arrears to court for non-pay- 
ment. This was followed by the debt being 
passed on to bailiffs for collection. 

Bailiffs require immediate sums of money to 
be paid, otherwise they enter your property and 
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remove possessions you acquired and worked 
so hard for in your previous employment. 

Faced with this financial dilemma what was 
I going to do? I had no financial reserves to fall 
back on. I had no rich relatives or friends to 
call upon for short-term financial support. 

The Government is unsympathetic to people 
like me. I was threatened with eviction from 
accumulating rent arrears, which would make 
me homeless. If council tax remained unpaid, I 
would be under threat of imprisonment. 

Being homeless would have left me no 
chance of securing employment. If I was put in 
prison this would affect my career record as 
prospective employers would be unwilling to 
employ a {jailbird’. 

I know what I did was wrong and regret my 

actions but I had to survive and keep healthy 
and stay strong through this difficult period of 
my life.

Tell us a little about yourself.

Estuary airport 
plan is vandalism 


Alongside the RSPB, Friends of 
the North Kent Marshes are 
wholly opposed to the construction 
of an airport anywhere in the 
Thames Estuary because of the 
immense damage it would cause 
to the area’s internationally 
important wildlife and the wider 
environment. 

The whole issue was 
exhaustively investigated 
between 2002 and 2005 in the 
Government’s aviation White 
Paper. All the key players, 
including the aviation industry, 
contributed. 

The idea of an airport in the 
Thames Estuary (not just Cliffe) 
was conclusively ruled out and 
upheld by the High Court. In 
addition to the unprecedented 
environmental damage and the 
resulting massive legal 
implications the investigation 
found that an estuary airport did 
not make sense economically, 
would not meet the requirements 
of the aviation industry and 
presented a significantly higher 
risk of bird strike’ than at any 
other major airport in the UK.

shells and did nothing. And 
so it continued with a 
stream of excuses; recession, 
finance, that political foot- 
ball, the Theatre Royal. The 
result was that Chatham 
High Street, once known as 
the golden mile, became 
nothing more than tin can 
alley. Most of the quality 
stores have gone and as 
everyone knows, the 
Pentagon has had posters 
over its upper floor windows 
for years 

asking us to ‘watch this 
space for developments’. I’m 
still watching. 

It’s not that commercial 
matters are outside the 
council’s remit. The Medway 
Towns need a partnership of 
commercial and residential 
development of mutual 
benefit to traders and 
residents alike. 

Had the old Kent County 
Council and successive 
Medway Councils in turn 
made more effort to regen- 
erate Chatham, albeit at the 
cost of increased rates, com- 
mercial companies may 
have continued investing 
here. But the council 
thought otherwise, even 
providing finance for the 
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Theatre Royal as a delaying 
tactic and an excuse not to 
invest in Chatham. Indeed, 
apart from the Historic 
Dockyard, which took 35 
years to bring up to its 
current state, Chatham is 
one huge zero. 

But let me return to the 
objections to Boris’s Island. 
In KCC leader Paul Carter’s 
view, the estuary airport is 
undeliverable. I don’t believe 
you, Paul Carter. What I do 
believe is that it isn’t in the 
interest of KCC that an 
industrial and commercial 
powerhouse should appear 
on Maidstone’s doorstep. 

And as for Medway 
Council’s leader, Rodney 
Chambers, here is a chance 
to endow Medway residents 
with quality long term 
employment, an advanced 
infrastructure and huge 
business opportunities and 
all he can think about is 
birds. Mr Chambers, if the 
airport becomes a reality 
the birds will simply go 
elsewhere, say the Norfolk 
Broads. But to keep 
Medway in the dark ages 
for the sake of a few bird 
watchers is nonsense. 
Ornithologists do not put 
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bread on the table, give 
hope to struggling families 
or do anything to raise the 
standards of Medway, 

We must be positive. 

With a burgeoning national 
population there will be a 
need for such development 
and while we may not like 
the idea, some areas of 
natural beauty will need 

to be sacrificed to 
accommodate it. Seeing the 
state of our local economy, it 
might as well be here. 

One last point. The cost 
won't fall on Medway and 
Swale’s shoulders; it will be 
national infrastructure, like 
the Channel Tunnel and as 
such the responsibility of 
Government. In my opening 
paragraph I expressed a 
fear of déja vu, yet it doesn’t 
have to be. If it turns out 
the venture is not feasible 
then so be it. But if we were 
to miss this chance without 
properly, rather than hyster- 
ically, examining the detail, 
we'd only have ourselves to 
blame.

THERE are certain events you 
prepare for in life but coming face 
to face with Bill Murray in a coun- 


try pub isn’t one of them. 

“Hey, how you doing?” says the star of 
Ghostbusters, Groundhog Day and Lost In 
Translation. 

He puts his beer down on the table and takes 
a chair as if it’s the most normal thing in the 
world. I can only mutter something about feel- 
ing fine, gawp and wonder “Where on earth 
did you come from?” 

Surely Mr Murray requires some sort of fan- 
fare to mark his arrival, but he’s as low-key as 
it comes. 

The reason for the pub location is its appear- 
ance in Wes Anderson’s new animated movie 
of the Roald Dahl classic, Fantastic Mr Fox. 

Nestled on the outskirts of the chocolate-box 
village of Great Missenden, where Dahl lived 
and worked, The Nags Head Inn is surround- 
ed by the landscape that inspired the chil- 
dren’s author. 

Having just finished an interview with 
Anderson, I'd presumed the day was over 
when Murray, who voices the character of 
Badger in the film, made his unexpected 
appearance. And it is unexpected. He is 
famously difficult to ‘get’ for a movie role, let 
alone pin-down for press time. 

‘Tm having a lovely day,” he says in his 
familiar, monotone voice. “The English coun- 
tryside is great. The town’s a zoo. Anyone in 
their right mind would be out here in this pub 
where there’s fresh air and a little bit more 
room to breathe.” 

Slightly dishevelled in a brown cord suit, 
he’s looking every one of his 59 years but then

he’s never been one to shy away from enjoying 
a late night and a tipple. 

This is the fifth time Murray has worked 
with Wes Anderson — their movie union began 
back in 1998 when Murray took a gamble on 
Anderson in agreeing to star in Rushmore 
without having ever having met the director 
or viewed his work. 

“I read the script and thought anyone who 
can write this knows exactly what they want 
to do,” says Murray. 

Anderson is known for taking a more odd- 
ball approach on his films and Fantastic Mr 
Fox is no different. Instead of CGI, he opted to 
use stop-motion, one of the oldest and most 
labour-intensive forms of special effects, which 
involves 24 frames of film per second of screen 
time. 

Another departure from the norm saw the 
cast spend a few days on a farm in Connecticut 
recording the dialogue as ‘live’. If there was a 
scene set in a field, they'd run around the field 
with the boom operator chasing after them 
and if there was a digging scene, they'd get 


down on their hands and knees. 

“We really did have a chunky good time for 
the amount of work we did on this movie,” 
Murray says. 

As for working with George Clooney, who 
plays the wily, anti-hero Mr Fox, he says. “He 
really can talk, but George is a real force, you 
know? He’s probably the one person who’s liv- 
ing the movie star life really, really well and 
doing great at it.” 

Back to the present day and as the sun sets, 
IT ask Murray what he thinks the message of 
Fantastic Mr Fox is. “Be free,” he says. “I think 
everything in the film says be free, be present, 
right now... this moment.” And what does that 
mean for Murray? “I’m going to the bar right 
over here.”

NESTLED in a beautiful valley in 
the French Alps and overlooked by 
majestic Mont Blanc, Chamonix is 
a wonderful place to go for a 
refreshing break almost all year 


round. 

About 10,000 people are reckoned to live in 
the town — about 1,000 of them Britons, 
including many who couldn’t face the idea of 
going home. 

I can see their point. Chamonix has activi- 
ties for every age and ability, superb food and 
shopping, and as much stunning scenery as 
your eyeballs can handle. 

The weather is generally great, with the pos- 
sible exception of November, when the local 
rains are famous. 

The problem is that the living costs are 
about 20 per cent dearer than a year ago. 

If you’re able to save enough money to get 
away, why bother risking the haemorrhaging 
of cash on the Continent when you can try to 
do something cheaper closer to home? 

I went to Scotland for a five-day walking 
break earlier this year and blew the thick end 
of £500 on travel, accommodation, food and 
drink. Two days were pretty much washed out 
by the weather, too. 

On the other hand, I have just been to 
Chamonix for four action-packed days, and 
was delighted to find it compared pretty well 
on the finance front. The town also smashed 
out of the park just about anything we have to 
offer in terms of climate, food, scenery... you 
name it. 

In winter, the valley's steep slopes and high 
altitude make it a mecca for experienced

skiers and snowboarders, but in summer 
Chamonix is a huge outdoor playground. 
Return flights to Geneva should cost about 
£100 per person. I would also recommend 
booking return transfer to Chamonix with one 
of the town’s many door-to-door lift services for 
about 50 euros (£45). Public transport will cost 
roughly the same in price and more in hassle. 
There is a huge range of accommodation in 
the town, some of it exceptionally good value. 
Double rooms in a two-star hotel can be found 
for as little as 46 euros (£40) per night per 
room, with even cheaper one-star options. 
Expect to pay a bit extra for breakfast, but 
given some of the hotels I saw, these prices still 
present great value for money. 
With travel and accommodation out the way 
for, say, £260 per person, you can turn your 
attention to what Chamonix has to offer. 


The town is at an altitude of 1,000 metres in 
a beautiful, wooded valley, with magnificent 
mountains to the north and south. 

The Chamonix valley and its mountains 
offer some 350km of marked footpaths. 

You could slog up from the valley floor to one 
of the mountain restaurants, or take it easier 
by ambling east through the town along the 
lArve river path through some of Chamonix’s 
neighbouring villages. 

Around a dozen different cable cars, gondola 
lifts and even train rides also service different 
peaks and other spots in the valley. 

The train ride from Chamonix up to 
Montenvers and the Mer de Glace glacier is 
well worth it. Another great way of seeing the 
sights is by mountain bike. There are dozens of 
hire locations, and you can use the same net- 
work of footpaths as hikers.

The area attracts almost two million visitors 
a year, and in the busiest times in July and 
August, every one of the resort’s 60,000 beds 
might be booked out. In June and September 
the weather is still reliably warm and the 
crowds are thinner. 

Food could well end up being the most enjoy- 
able part of your trip, leaving you heavier on 
departure than arrival despite all your exer- 
tions.

Statement on the cheap 
ROAD TEST 


MANY humble three-door hatch- 
backs have been transformed lately 
into a ‘Sports Hatch’, ‘SportCoupé’ 
or ‘BabeMagnet’. 

OK, I lied about the last one and anyone about 
to Google a price for one, might find that a decent 
chat-up line works better than a flash motor... 

Fact is though, racy repackaging of the lowli- 
est and loss-leading versions of family hatch- 
backs has turned profitable and the current star 
is the Renault Mégane Coupé (from £16,135). 

It justifies the coupé label with an elegantly 
tapered rear roof and tail and upswept rear win- 
dowline. 

And if the styling is more harmonious than 
before, it is echoed by a classy interior that 
underlines how, if carmakers want extra profits 
from selling desirability rather than functional- 
ity, these cars must look the part inside. 

The Mégane execution is not perfect — rarely 
have I encountered a sound system as fiddly — 
but I liked the big digital speedo dead ahead, 
with a conventional rev counter immediately to 
the left for enthusiasts. 

The front of the cabin is also well-organised

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and airy, helped on the mid-range 2.0 TCE 180 
Dynamique model (£19,535) test car by an 
optional £1,250 glass roof packaged with 
Bluetooth connectivity and that ‘premium’ 
sound system mentioned earlier. 

The back is roomy, but those high and wicked- 
ly raked rear windows make it nigh on impossi- 
ble for kids to see out of. The boot is generous 
though, despite the sharply raked tailgate. 

While the Mégane measures up visually to the 
coupé image though, it can fall short on the open 
road, especially when you have the test car’s tur- 
bocharged 2.0-litre petrol engine to play with. 

This free-revving 178bhp unit begs you to use 
its power, but the six-speed shift really ought to 
be more precise for a car pitched as a sporting 
machine. 

And the chassis compromises handling for 
comfort, but pleases neither, feeling vague on the 
corners and restless on poor surfaces — I suspect 
Renault saved money by re-clothing the previous 
Mégane rather than going for an all-new effort. 

Still, ’m drawn to the car’s two big plus points: 
a gorgeous engine and possible the coolest coupé 
body of the moment. My advice is go for the jun- 
ior models and get your street cred on the cheap.

MATT Fry is optimistic of extending his loan 
deal at Gillingham if they can agree terms 
with parent club West Ham. 

The 19-year-old had not played senior first- 
team football before joining Gills last month 
but the centre-back has excelled, forming a 
promising partnership with Josh Gowling. 

With the chance of a first-team appearance 
at West Ham remote for the moment, Fry, 
whose initial deal runs out later this month, 
is keen on staying longer. 

He said: “It’s obviously down to Gillingham 
but if the time comes then they'll have a dis- 
cussion with West Ham. Depending on what 
they have in store for me I would like to 
extend the loan. You can’t beat playing first- 
team football week-in week-out and feeling 
the highs and lows of the game. I would be 
interested if it came to that. 

“I am learning a lot about myself being here 
and I think ’'m maturing every game I play.” 

The chances of an extension appear good. 
Fry was brought in as cover for Simon King, 
who will be out until the spring with an 
ankle injury. Gills boss Mark Stimson has 
been impressed with Fry's performances so 
far and West Ham are likely to favour keep- 
ing him out on loan to gain experience. 

If both parties agreed then the deal could 
be extended for up to two more months. 
When the January transfer window opens 
the Gills could look to arrange another loan 
until the end of the season.

King's hoping to play 
some part for Gills 


SIMON King has begun his rehabilitation 
following ankle surgery but admits he would 
be happy just to return to the Gillingham 
side before the end of the season. 

The Gillingham defender has been out 
since rupturing ligaments in July. After the 
injury failed to heal itself naturally, he went 
under the knife in September and tentative 
treatment is now underway. 

King, 26, is scheduled to begin impact 
work in mid-January, but the highly-rated 
centre-back told Yourmedway he would set- 
tle for coming back before May. 

“Tt’s going to be difficult because being out 
for so long you tend to pick up other little 
injuries along the way,” he said. “I’ve got to 
get my fitness back, so ’'m just hoping I'll 
get to play some part of this season.” 

The long weeks since picking up the 
injury have given the defender plenty of 
time for reflection. Never far away from his 
thoughts has been a nagging doubt the 
injury was partly his own doing. 

“In hindsight I don’t think I did myself 
any favours last year playing through ankle 
injuries,” he said. 

“Tt was painful before and after games, but 
I didn’t really feel it during them. At the time 
I didn’t realise the damage I was doing to my 
body, you just want to play every game.” 

For someone who had previously avoided 
serious injuries, King readily admits the 
time spent out has been a shock to the sys- 
tem, but is now able to look ahead with 
some optimism. 

He said: “You do feel isolated and away 
from it — I think that’s the hardest thing to 
cope with. 

“There’s a bit of light at the end of the tun- 
nel. Coming off the crutches, you could say 
that’s the most difficult part done now.”
